PARIS, Sept. 29.—Devaluation of 
the French franc to adjust it with 
the British pound and United 
States dollar was approved today 
by the Chamber of Deputies after 
a 25-hour session. The vote on 
the Government-sponsored proposal 
was 350 to 221. 

The devaluation measure, which 
reduces the gold content of the 
franc by between one-quarter and 
one-third, was sent immediately to 
the Senate. 

Exportation and importation of 
gold was prohibited in a decree 
published after the session in the 
official journal. The order became 
effective immediately. 

Nine radical Socialists, joined by 
two other conservative adherents to 
their group, voted against devalua- 
tion, on which the Government re- 
ceived one of its smallest majorities. 

The Popular Front won its first 
vote of confidence June 6 by a mar- 
gin of 384 to 210, but the Chamber 
and lobbies considered it had held 
firmly together despite the contro-

Notice to residents of St. Louis 
County who have registered in St. 
Louis that they must take their 
names from the city’s voting rolls 
was served today by the Board of 
Election Commissioners in a news- 
paper advertisement. While no 
statement was made in explana- 
tion of this action, it was under- 
stood the notice was directed to 
county residents who have main- 
tained voting addresses in the city 
while paying taxes and otherwise 
performing the functions of county 
citizens. The Election Board de- 
clined to give an estimate of the 
number of persons so registered. 
The text of the notice follows: 

“The attention of this board has 
been called to the fact that a num- 
ber of residents of St. Louis County 
have registered in St. Louis. 

“Our system of registration and 
voting provides that a person shall 
register and vote only in the place 
where he resides and it is a felony 
for any person to fraudulently reg- 
ister in any election precinct not 
having lawful right to register 
therein. 

“The board will take action to 
have removed the names of all per- 
ons upon the registration books not 
properly appearing thereon, and we 
suggest to all residents of St. Louis 
County who may have registered in 
the City of St. Louis to immedi- 
ately come to the office of this 
board at 208 South Twelfth boule- 
vard and ask to have their names 
removed from the _ registration 
books: thereafter promptly register- 
ing in the county of their bonafide 
residence. Otherwise, such persons 
may be deprived of their votes at 
the coming election.”

RATHER THAN GIVE 
UP THE ALCAZAR 


Commander Sent Note to Hos- 
tage Telling Him He Re- 
fused Loyalists’ Proposal

LISBON, Portugal, Sept. 29.—A 
story that Colonel Jose Moscardo, 
insurgent commander of Toledo's 
Alcazar, sacrificed his son rather 
than surrender the fortress was re- 
ported today from the Fascist-cap- 
tured city by the correspondent of 
Diario Noticias. 

The correspondent said the Gov- 
ernment, during the 72-day siege of 
the Alcazar, sent Moscardo a_ note 
informing him his son was a hos- 
tage and would be executed unless 
the Alcazar was surrendered. 

The commander sent back a note 
to his son which read: “Those 
traitors have proposed that I should 
save your life at the cost of the 
lives of my brave men and my 
honor. I hope you will die like a 
hero after praying loudly: ‘Long 
live Spain! Your life will then be 
eternal.” 

The son was executed forthwith, 
the correspondent added.

He 
has shown annoyance at sugges- 
tions that his earlier tours, and no- 
ticeably his inspection tour of the 
drouth area, -vere also a part of the 
Democratic campaign. The drouth 
tour, the President has insisted, was 
non-political. 


“New York Speech Tonight. 
Tonight's speech, reported to be 


publican attacks on the New Deal, 
will be delivered before the New 
York State Democratic convention, 
guaranteeing an enthusiastic audi- 
ence. The business of the conven- 
tion is purely a formality to carry 
out the ratification of a state ticket 
long since chosen.

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WIFE GOESONTRIAL 
FOR KILLING HUSBAND 


Mrs. Alma _ Podesta - Charged 
With Second-Degree Murder 
in Rooming House Shooting. 


Trial of Mrs. Alma Podesta, 38 
years old, charged with second- 
degree murder for the fatal shoot- 
ing of her husband, Harold, in their 
furnished room at 1725A South Jef- 
ferson avenue, last May 21, began 
today before a jury in Circuit Judge 
Eugene L. Padberg’s court. 

The first witness for the State 
was Mrs. Esther Holmes, who now 
lives at 3436 South Compton ave- 
nue, but who ran the rooming house 


in which the Podestas lived at the 
time of the shooting. She said that 
she had frequently heard the Po- 
destas quarreling about money and 
that on one occasion she knew that 
Podesta had pushed his wife down 
the steps. 

She was awakened early on the 
morning of the shooting by a noise, 
she said, and then Mrs. Podesta 
came running down to her and said: 
“Something terrible has happened. 
Hurry and come with me.” Mrs. 
Holmes said she went upstairs and 
found Podesta lying across the bed 
in his room, bleeding from_ the 
head, and that there was an open 
razor lying on the floor. 


Shot in Back of Head. 

Podesta was killed by a single 
shot in the back of the head. 
Charles Straub, attorney for Mrs. 
Podesta, said in his opening state- 
ment that he would show the de- 
fendant had been slashed with a 
razor by her husband and that she 
fired in self-defense. 

Mrs. Holmes testifed that about 
a month before the shooting she 
had seen Mrs. Podesta come home 
with a pistol and asked her what 
she was going to do with it. “I need 
it for protection,” Mrs. Holmes said 
Mrs. Podesta replied. 

On cross-examination Mrs. Holmes 
identified pictures of Mrs. Podesta 
taken after the shooting which 
showed her with cuts on the arms 
and legs. Mrs. Holmes said she no- 
ticed these cuts when she came up- 
stairs. 

Both Married Before. 

Podesta and his wife were mar- 
ried in 1933 in Festus, Mo. It was 
his third marriage and her second. 
Mrs. Podesta had divorced her first 
husband, by whom she had three 
children now living in Festus, and 
had gone to work as a waitress in a 
restaurant. Podesta was a fre- 
quent customer and soon she mar- 
ried him. 

They came to St. Louis soon af- 


in a shoe factory and Mrs. Podesta 
was fired as waitress. Unable to 
find work, they lived by pawning 
what valuables they had and finally 
went on relief. Then, one day, Po- 
desta got a job in a chemical com- 
pany and they had a little money 
again.

LYMAN T. HAY DIES 
OF HEART AILMENT 


Vice-President of Jefferson 
Hotel Co. Had Been Ill 
Four Days. 


Lyman T. Hay, vice-president of 


became through 52 years of hotel 
management one of the most wide- 
ly known of American hotel men, 
died in his room at the Jefferson, 
of heart disease, at 2:30 a. m. to 
day. He was 77 years old. 

Col. Hay, as he was known from 
his appointment on the staffs of 
two Governors of Missouri, was in- 
disposed for the last four days. 
Through reorganization of the prop- 
erty in recent years, his duties in 
management had been lightened, 
but he continued to be, to many 
guests, the personal representative 
of the hotel, which he had directed 
since its opening in 1904. 

Operated Five Hotels. 

At one time, his associates re- 
called today, he operated simultan- 
eously the Jefferson and Planters 
Hotels in St. Louis, the Arlington 
and Eastman hotels in Hot Springs, 
Ark., and in summer, the Grand 
Hotel at Mackinac Island, Mich. 

At all the houses which he di- 
rected, but chiefly at the Jefferson, 
he spent much of his time in the 
lobby, greeting familiar guests and 
making new acquaintances. His 
interest in racing, with the busi- 
ness end of which he was actively 
connected, and in baseball, aided 
in establishing and keeping up 
thousands of personal contacts. 


He was financially interested for 
years in Churchill Downs track at 
Louisville, scene of the annual Ken- 
tucky Derby, and was associated 
with Matt Winn, Bruce Head and 
others in the company which built 
Fairmount track at Collinsville, Il. 
For several years he was president 
of the Fairmount Jockey Club. 

One of the founders of the St. 
Louis Convention, Publicity 
Tourist Bureau, he was for years 
a leader in its work. He was ac- 
tive also in prohibition repeal or- 
ganization, up to 1933. 

Born in Illinois. 

He was born in Newton, Ill., and 
attended the University of Lilinois 
before going to Chicago and be- 
coming a ribbon clerk in Marshall 
Field’s store. At the same time, his 
father removed from Illinois to 
Hot Springs, then a growing health 
resort, opened the Hay Hotel there, 
and persuaded young Lyman to 
quit the ribbon counter and go be- 
hind the clerk’s desk.

Police found that most of the 
putty had been scraped off of one of 
the window panes and that another 
had been broken. Underneath the 
window they found a brace and 
some other tools. Parked nearby 
was an old two-door sedan with: 
a Missouri license, of which police 
took possession. There was a pinch 
bar about 18 inches long in the rear 
seat of the car. 

Another attempt to enter Wall's 
tavern was made about six weeks 
ago by a man whom Wall also dis- 
covered in the act of trying to 
break through a window. Wall 
chased this man and fired several 
shots at him but did not catch him.

Delinquent Tax Campaign to Meet | 


Relief Crisis Advocated. 

A vigorous campaign to collect 
delinquent taxes as a means of 
meeting the relief fund crisis was 
urged on City Collector W. F. Bau- 
mann today in a letter by the Com- 
mittee of Twenty-five, composed of 
business and professional men. 

“Failure to press the collection 
of such taxes increases the pressure 
on the finances of the city and 
causes the imposition of additional 
and, too often, hastily considered 
forms of taxation which are both 
ineffectual and burdensome,” it was 
stated. 

“Since the Collector’s office has 
not now, nor has it in the past 
had, any organization for the di- 
rection of a delinquent tax collec- 


‘tion campaign, we recommend that 
‘| immediate steps be taken to or- 


ganize such a campaign under an 
experienced delinquent tax cam- 
paign administrator.” 

The committee recommended that 
L. M. Fluhart of Sedalia, who has 


| directed delinquent tax campaigns 


'in several Missouri cities, be re- 
tained for such a campaign in St.

Hitler’s labor service decree 
raised the personnel of the Spade 
Corps from 200,000 to 230,000 until 
1938, when it will be increased to 
275,000 and in 1939 to 300,000. 

In line with this program, the 
number of girls in voluntary labor

GROUP OF EDUCATORS PLEDGE 
SUPPORT TO ROOSEVELT 


Five Former Heads of National 
Association Enumerate Aid Given 
to Schools, 

By the Associated Press. 

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 29.— 
A testimonial praising New Deal 
activities in behalf of education 
during the depression and pledg- 
ing support for his re-election was 
presented to President Roosevelt 
today by 12 educators representing 
a committee of the Pro-Roosevelt 
Good Neighbor League, headed by 
Stanley High. In the _ delegation 
were five former presidents of the 
National Education Association. 
The names of 34 other educators 
were attached. . 

The testimonial reviewed the 
situation in 1932 and 1933, when, it 
said, the public schools were 
“threatened with breakdown,” and 
enumerated aid extended by Roose- 
velt: Over $600,000,000 for grants 
for education purposes; nearly 75,- 
000 school buildings, repaired or 
improved; half million illiterate 
adults taught to read and write; 
help extended to 372,181 high school, 
college and graduate students; 
nearly 50,000 unemployed teachers 
given positions.

Why a Roosevelt Supporter Dissents. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE editorial Sunday opposing the re- 

election of President Roosevelt stirs me 
to voice my disapproval of it. 
‘I feel that, in its consideration of the 
seeming reluctance of President Roosevelt 
to seek a constitutional amendment author- 
izing such changes in the economic scheme 
as he may deem necessary or desirable, the 
Post-Dispatch, for many years one of the 
world’s greatest champions of human rights, 
has so concentrated upon the Constitution 
that that document has tended to over- 
shadow the human rights that it was de- 
signed to protect. 

Failure until now on the part of the pres- 
ent administration to propose such an 
amendment suggests that the President and 
certain of his advisers in whose judgment 
he has faith have believed and continue to 
believe that, because the Constitution was 
devjsed primarily to protect human rights, 
it never could be justly construed in oppo- 
sition to them, and that certain clauses in 
the Constitution ag now written authorize 
such acts as may be necessary to enable 
social justice to prevail. 

The fate of the child labor amendment 
illustrates the difficulty likely to be en- 
countered in endeavoring to amend the Con- 
stitution, which many people erroneously 
regard as an almost sacred document. the 
changing of which amounts’ virtually to a 
sacrilege 

So far as the Constitution promotes social 
justice, 1 am for it 100 per cent. But just 
so far as it, by provision or omission, hin- 
ders or prevents social justice, I am against 
it. The Founding Fathers debated bitterly 
over the Constitution, which some of them 
regarded as a dangerous document. A num- 
ber of amendments have been adopted to 


fit the Consfitution to various needs of the 
nation, including the abolition of human 
slavery 


I respect the Constitution as the supreme 
law of the land, but never can have for it 
such affection as for the Declaration of In- 
dependence, which I would preserve for- 


| 


ever, just as it is, as an inspiration for pos- 


terity. 

The only way to preserve the Constitution, 
in my judgment, ig to broaden its scope 
from time to time, as new national needs 
conflict with it. Such broadening, of course, 
must be by amendment, unless through a 
liberal construction of those of its clauses 
relating to - human rights and social justice. 
Otherwise, the nation will outgrow the Con- 
stitution and have to discard it. 

Certainly in this Machine Age, in which 
only part of the people are required as pro- 
ducers while all the people are needed as 
consumers, and indeed must consume if they 
are to remain alive, the present economic 
system cannot adequately function except 
under the supervision of a central authority. 

In an economy of plenty, some plan must 
be found to enable all the people to earn 
or otherwise acquire the power to buy their 
reasonable share of the production of agri- 
culture and industry or, perhaps as a result 
of the consequent collapse of the present 
system, the people will turn to another sys- 
tem. 

I evidenced my desire for a constitutional 
amendment even prior to the election of 
President Roosevelt, when, as chairman of 
the Committee on Resolutions of the Joint 
Conference on Unemployment, held March 1, 
1932, at the Hotel Statler, I wrote into that 


declaration, which was adopted and ap- 
peared in the Congressional Record of 
March 8 of that year, this sentence: 

“An amendment to the Constitution em- 


powering the Congress to regulate the work 
day and the work week and establish a 
minimum wage would pave the way for the 
solution of the. unemployment problem in 
the United States.” 

It still is my belief that such a constitu- 
tional amendment should be proposed. But 
it is equally my belief that, with or without 
a constitutional amendment, some such reg- 
ulation of working conditions as NRA aimed 
to provide will be necessary to enable the 
present economic system to function in a 
Machine Age—and even to prevent its col- 
lapse. 

Mere freedom to starve in the streets is 
not freedom enough. I heartily agree with 
President Roosevelt that the people of the 
United States must have economic as well 
as political freedom, must have the oppor- 
tunity to work as well as the opportunity 
to vote, and shall do all in my power to 
assure his re-election.

6. In the democratic country of 
England, which Hitler referred to 
disdainfully under his blanket in- 
dictment, the number of automo- 
biJes has increased from 223,000 in 
1931 to 348,000 in 1934. Last year, 
Germany had less. than half as 
many autos as England, in spite of 
the fact that autos in Germany are 
exempted from taxation because 
their widespread ownership is de- 
sired for military purposes, and in 
spite of the fact that there has 
been a vast increase’ of party and 
army orders for motor cars. There 
are more automobiles in democratic 
France with less than two-thirds of 
Germany’s population. 

7. The deficits of states and cities 
have been taken over by the Gov- 
ernment and thus “removed.” 
Debts owed to foreign creditors 
have been “frozen.” 

8. The Reich certainly has an in- 
creased tax revenue. The income 
tax begins at a wage or salary of 
900 marks ($225) a year, on which 
a flat 10 per cent is paid. With 
compulsory party contributions and 
the compulsory social insurances, 
the total taxes are 30 per cent of 
such an income. 

9. The great housing program 
which Hitler points to with pride 
has not proceeded faster than un- 
der the great building days of the 
republic. Democratic England has 
rehoused 50 per cent of her entire 
population since 1918; Holland and 
Sweden are almost completely re- 
built. All without dictatorship.

Mr. Hitler also made some gran- 
diose claims for the renaissance of 
German culture. About that, it is 
more difficult to judge. But so 
far, not a single novel or play of 
international recognition has 
emerged from Nazi Germany. 

But there is one claim that can- 
not be denied. “There is not a So 
cialist, a Communist, a Center 
party or a bourgeois party member 
left in Germany.” That claim can- 
not be disputed. 

And one item Mr. Hitler failed to 
mention. He did not claim to have 
balanced the budget, although he 
might have made the claim and no 
one could have contradicted it. No 
budget has been published since he 
came into power. What the na- 
tional debt is, nobody knows. And 
if anyone did, he would be sent to 
prison for publishing it, I suppose, 
under the law of “divulging infor- 
mation damaging to the interests 
of the nation.”

Canadian Mounted Police 
Steal Horse Show Honors 


Blue Ribbon Competition Forgotten as 32 
Troopers and Bays Go Through Musical 
Drill Like Ballet Dancers. 


A troop of 32 Canadian Royal 
Mounted Police from Regina, Sas- 
katchewan, riding in formation on 
32 matched bays, stole the show as 
the St. Louis National Horse Show 
got under way amidst the season’s 
first flurry of ermine and top hats 
at the Arena last night. 

For while an apathetic crowd of 
about 5500 watched = stables from 
out of town take away most of the 
blue ribbons in the regular events, 
it roused itself to a considerable 
pitch of enthusiasm as the mount- 
ies, showing for the first time in 
the Middle West, went through 
their 20-minute musical drill. 

The mounties, make no mistake 
about it, however, don’t inspire, as 
might be expected, the sharp spon- 
taneous thrill of an army march- 
ing to martial music. They do their 
routine while a muted band plays 
such numbers as “The Parade 
the Wooden Soldiers,” “All the 
King’s Horses” and some Irish jigs. 
They rely on the performance of 
rather intricate tricks for their ef- 
fects. They’re like ballet dancers 
rather than a breezy line of Tiller 
girls. 

Impressive Whatever They Do. 

But they do get their effects, and 
whether they’re just standing still 
and moving their lances about in a 
way that’s reminiscent of a grade 
school wand drill or whether 
they're turning and trotting in such 
rapid tempo that the arena is a 
mass of swirling horse flesh, they 
look impressive. 

It’s difficult to see their faces un- 

der their broad-brimmed Stetsons, 
but it’s quite possible that not any 
one of them batted an eye-lash or 
cracked a smile during the whole 
performance. They go through the 
show with a cold and mechanical 
precision and only on occasion do 
they line up and charge down the 
tanbark. That’s when the crowd 
gan stand and cheer. 
. As for the rest of the show, it 
was pretty safely in the hands of 
Mr. and Mrs. Louis Kaiser of Bethel, 
Conn., whose Terre Haute Stables 
took four first places. The Kaisers 
brought 15 horses to the show, the 
largest number imported by any 
one exhibitor and one more than 
was brought here by Miss Frances 
Dodge of Rochester, Mich., daugh- 
ter of the late automobile manu- 
facturer. 

Miss Dodge took one first and 
four seconds and the two stables 
will probably be the chief competi- 
tors for high honors as the show 
progresses through the week. 

Outdrives Her Trainer. 

The Kaisers took the blue rib-

T was Rabbi Sonneschein who 
| inaugurated the practice of giv- 

ing Sunday morning lectures. De- 
parting from. the ancient Hebraic 
custom of conducting services only 
on Friday evening and Saturday 
morning, the illustrious Rabbi 
caused a furore in Jewish circles 
in the city by daring to speak to 
non-Jewish groups. But his Sun- 
day morning lectures, delivered in 
both English and German, at the 
old Temple at Twenty-eighth and 
Pine streets, drew the attention of 
the civic, cultural and _ religious 
leaders of the community and made 
him a conspicuous figure in the 
city’s life. 

Always an idealist, Rabbi Son- 
neschein delivered many lectures 
woven around his belief “that the 
greed of a few will be unable to 
change the American ideals of the 
many” and his last words in the 
last interview he granted before 
his death and many years after he 
left the lectern of Temple Israel 
were the reaffirmation of his phil- 
osophy—“In humble surroundings 
one can be an idealist as well as 
he can on the pinnacle of achieve- 
ment and success.” 

The Temple Israel entered upon 
what might be called the second 
chapter of its history when the Rab- 
bi Leon Harrison, who was to be-

Rabbi Harrison came to the Temple 
at Twenty-eighth and Pine and 
brought to his new rabbinical post 
all the brilliance and eloquence and 
ability that had distinguished him 
in his first pastorate in “Brooklyn. 
Almost immediately he began to 
put into practice the ideas that 
were to make Temple Israel one of 
the leading reformed Jewish con- 
gregations in the United States. In 
1900 he publicly announced that 
Temple Israel would receive Jews, 
Catholics, Protestants and unbe- 
lievers alike and as his congrega- 
tion increased in size, Rabbi Harri- 
son began plans for a larger temple 
which would accommodate the ever 
increasing numbers that came to be 
swayed by the eloquence, and im- 
pressed by the knowledge and wis- 
dom of the Jewish leader. 


In 1908 the old Temple was aban- 
doned and the congregation moved 
to the imposing new Temple in Ro- 
man-Corinthian style at the north- 
west corner of Washington and 
Kingshighway. In the tradition of 
Rabbi Sonneschein, Rabbi Harrison 
defied Hebraic custom and in addi- | 
tion to Friday evening and Satur- | 
day morning services, lectured on | 
Sunday morning to all who found | 
their way across the Temple thresh- | 
hold, on world affairs, on litera- | 
ture, on whatever subject de-| 
manded attention of his alert and 
fertile mind. And with the years | 
his fame grew until his prestige | 
and influence had spread not only | 
over St. Louis but over the whole | 
of the country.

itual leader. With an already estab- 
lished reputation for liberalism, 
Rabbi Isserman left the Holy Blos- 
som Synagogue in Toronto, Can- 
ada, the oldest and largest liberal 
synagogue in Canada, and came to 
St. Louis to carry on in the spirit 
of the two liberal rabbis who had 
preceded him at Temple Israel. Like 
Rabbi Harrison, his immediate pre- 
decessor, Rabbi Isserman has 
exchanged pulpits with various 
Protestant ministers throughout 
the city; he has spoken at Christ 
Church Cathedral; and he has lec- 
tured to groups of all colors and 
creeds in various parts of the Mid- 
west. And, like his predecessors, 
Rabbi Isserman has urged the 
building of a structure designed to 
accommodate the still-growing con- 
gregation and its activities. As the 
first temple was built during the 
years of Rabbi Sonneschein, and 
as the new Temple Israel was erect- 
ed while Rabbi Harrison held the 
pulpit, so Temple Israel House, a 
religious school building, was built 
after Rabbi Isserman succeeded to 
the leadership of the congrega- 
tion. 

In the depth of the depression 
Temple Israel House was built with 
money borrowed by the congrega- 
tion which mortgaged itself to the 
hilt. In 1931 Temple Israel House 
was called “Isserman’s Folly,’ but 
the young rabbi merely replied, “If 
Temple Israel House be Isserman’s 
folly, then the building of schools 
where religion is taught and the 
values of character are inculcat- 
ed, and the belief in God is 
strengthened, is Israel's folly.” 


Cutwork and _ 


During the seven years that Rab- 
bi Isserman has occupied the pul- 
pit in Temple Israel, many momen- 
tous decisions have been reached 
in Temple Israel house because this 
young liberal has encouraged labor 
and capital to bring their differ- 
ences to him.
